The mighty billows of the ocean 
have rocked me while on my 
long weary journey to the hea- 
then over the sea. I have been 
permitted to visit many colonies 
of my own tongue and I hope to 
master others ere my work is 
done. The cry for help is still 
ascending, while tomy task I 
still am bending. All over this 
world I would love to go; until 
the holy fire shall be all aglow. 
Then when my mission on earth 
is done, I am sure all my friends 
will say well done. 


ORPHANAGE—1 also repre- 
sent the Church of God Orphan- 
age and Children’s home at 
Cleveland, Tenn. This.is a place 
where homeless and destitute 
children are sheltered from the 
cold and given a mother’s care. 
This home consists of two apart- 
ments, a girls home and a boys 
home. The expenses of maintain- 
ing this home are very great, 
but this is a work that we can- 
not afford to neglect. I earnest- 
ly hope that all of my friends 
will manifest the spirit of the 
good Samaritan and remember 
not only the present needs, 
but provide for the _ future. 
Only consider that if it were your 
own children or relatives that 
were cast out, and were home- 
less, almost destitute of food and 
raiment, how you would appre- 
ciate the kind hands that would 
pick them up and provide them 
a good bed to rest their little 
tired bodies on and necessary 
food to keep hunger away and a 
good warm fire to protect them 
from the cold. 


The applications are coming 
in almost daily for admission in- 
to the home. Its capacity must 
be enlarged, ample provision 
must be provided for its main- 
tenance. Do your bit, don’t for- 
get, the cry of the orphan. 


My progress has apparently 
been impeded and my work 
greatly hindered on account of 
being so heavily incumbered 
with financial obligations, but 
the recent campaign that has 
been on and is still continuing 
has already served to greatly 
relieve my burden. Requests 
have already come in to continue 
the drive until the last dollar is 
raised. Those who have not 
yet complied with the earnest 
appeal sent forth, should renew 
their interest’and continue their 
efforts until every church will be 
able to raise not less than one 
dollar for every. member they 
have enrolled. 


Many have already responded 
to the call for volunteers as out- 


‘lined on these pages, but the 


number is not yet complete nor 
the amount sufficient to lift the 
entire indebtedness. The cam- 
paign will continue until this 
work is complete and sufficient 
funds are at hand to lift my 
every burden in order that I may 
be free to carry the messages of 
full salvation to a lost world and 
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encouragement to every pilgrim 
on his way to the city of gold.

From this you wili gather the 
thought that it is our purpose 
and our mission to sound the 
silver trumpet until the time 
comes that we shall lay it down 
to pick up the golden harp. The 
wording of the large arched let- 
ters and the Scripture quotation 
just under them conveys the 
thought that this is a constant 
and weekly advocate of the 
grand principles of the Church 
of God which the Lord said that 
He would build, who gave us the 
promise that no opposing power 
should ever prevail against it.

Keep On Evangelizing 

There are two humble suggestions 
I beg to submit. to the brethren at 
large. 

1. In the earlier days of the out- 
pouring of the Holy Ghost as we now 
know it, evangelists went everywhere 
of their own accord and told the good 
news to all with whom they came in 
contact. They did not then, as they do 
now, have so many central points 
where they could feel sure of a wel- 
come and appreciation; but by mere 
force of circumstances were moved 
from point to point as were the early 
disciples, when first scattered from 
Jerusalem. But now so many centers 
are accessible andsomany calls for 
pastors, teachers, governors, etc., 
those of us who would 
otherwise be evangelists to the

destitute places, that the work in 
this respect has somewhat sub- 
sided. My suggestion is that our 
central points, where already a work- 
ing band has been built up, should 
seriously consider those needier com- 
munities round about them. 

One very practical and big-hearted 
way to do good in this direction is to 
call an evangelist, not for your own 
well fed and almost surfeited band 
and insist on God feeding your soul to 
the fill, over and over and over, but call 
the evangelist and say to him that your 
band of workers will go with him, 
when possible and when deemed prof- 
itable, to some outlying district where 
there are hungry hearts and an open- 
ing for his message. And that you will 
not only assist him personally in the 
work, but will see to it that your own 
church supports him financiaily just as 
freely as if he were to spend his two or 
three weeks right in your own midst. 
Don’t expect a traveling evangelist to 
assume the whole financial responsi- 
bility in the effort to further spread 
these important truths. It is sure to 
result in a blessing on your church, as 
has actually been proven in a number 
of instances, if your church can believe 
that God is able and willing to sena 
you a revival by way of some nearby 
neglected community. Try it out, be 
loved, ones, and see for yourself. 

2. My second suggestion is, I think, 
of practicable value also. It is that we 
all make better use of the printed page 
as it comes to us from the publishing 
house week by week. What do you do 
with all these simple, straightforward, 
testimonies of God’s recently blessed 
people? Are all these publisted for our 
encouragement and edification alone? 
Do not thousands of others need to 
know just what God is doing NOW 
among His people? And again, are we 
afraid these testimonies are to simple 
and crudely written for the eyes of 
some. of our friends and acquaintances. 
Let us remember that human nature 
and human need is the same all the 
world over, and that rich and poor, 
learned and unlearned, alike need just 
what God. is now so graciously shed- 
ding forth upon His people. Every 
visit we make we should take along a 
few copies of the Evangel or some good 
tracts suitable for evangelistic pur- 
poses; and every letter we write, if to 
one not in the faith, let us enclose a 
bit of information and a promise per- 
taining to the work of God. Send cer- 
tain choice articles and testimonies to 
pastors, Sunday school teachers, and 
nissionaries of others faiths so that 
these may be led into this mighty and 
glorious blessing. Pass this suggestion 
on, and pretty soon we will hear of 
hungry souls everywhere calling for 
the fullness of the bread of life.

Christian Stability 


(Continued from last week) 
Christian. Activity 

This is suggested from the words in 
our text, “Always abounding in the 
work of the Lord.” 

Nothing is made more prominent in 
the life and teaching of Jesus. than 
Christian Activity. He did. not lose 
any time. Every moment was 
spent in active service except just 
what was necessary for sleep and oft- 
en the nights were spent in prayer. 
He insisted that men ought. to work 
while it is day for the night cometh 
when no man can work. He called 
the attention of His disciples to the 
fact that the field was ripe already 
unto harvest and requested them to 
pray the Lord of the harvest to send 
forth laborers into His harvest. By 
precept and example He taught every- 
where He went the importance of 
Christian activity. 

Concerning prayer He said, “Men 
ought always to pray and-=:not. to 
faint.” Concerning the business side 
of life He said, “Lay not up for your- 
selves treusures up on earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt; *.* * But 
lay up for yourselves treasures in 
heaven, where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves do 
not break through and steal.” He told 
us that God would take care of us if 
we would only trust Him. He said, 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God 
and his righteousness and all these 
things would be added unto you.” 

-He cited us to the sparrows how 
God cared for them and fold us we 
were of more value than many spar- 
rows. He asked, “What shall it profit 
a man, if he gain the wholé world, 
and lose his own soul? Or what shall 
a man give in exchange for. his soul?” 

In every way possible He tried to en- 
courage us to Christian activity by 
giving us illustrations of rewards for 
faithful diligent service and” by warn- 
ing against unfaithfulness,”:~ 

There is the parable of the talents. 
Some of ‘them by faithful ‘service 
doubled their talents and were re 
warded accordingly. One neglected to 
do so and lost all in the end. The 
same thing is taught in the parable 
of the pounds. And again, in the par- 
able of the ten virgins. Five through 
diligent * service obtained admission. 
The other five dragged along in a 
dilatory way, did some service how- 
ever, but failed because of lack of 
preparation. : 

Again, He tells us of a certain 
young man who seemed to be much 
concerned about things eternal and 
came running to Jesus for help. When 
he was told what to do, instead ‘of 
obeying the master and entering upon 
a life of active service for Him, he 
turned back to the worldly pursuits 
of life and like many of today ‘he 
could not sever the-tie that bound 
bim to the. world and with'® sorrow- 
ful heart he: neglected to do whdt Je 
sus said, and lost his soul: The next 
we hear of this young man he is say- 
ing to his soul, “Soul, thou hast much 
goods laid up for many years; take 
thine’ ease, eat; drink, and be merry. 
But God said unto him, Thou fool, 
this night thy soul shall be required 
of thee: then whose shall those things 
be, which thou hast provided.” The 
next we hear of him, he has lifted up 
his eyes in hell, being in torment. 

Dear friends, God is expecting some- 
thing of us, yea, He is demianding our 
active service and we are going ‘to 
suffer irreparable loss if we do not 
respond. You say, “There is nothing 
I can do, no service that I can per- 
form. I have no talent, T’ can’t do 
anything. Oh, I can’t, I can’t, T can't.” 

Think of a man drowning, ana 
reaching out his hands to you for 
help, and there is a good lifeboat at 
the bank near you, and all you would 
have to do would be to row the boat 
to where he was, and you stand there 
and listen to his piteous cry for help 
and say, “O I can’t, I can’t.” What 
would you think of a person that would 
do that? 

Brother, sister, this is onfy a faint 
picture of what is going” on every 
day. Thousands are sinking down to 
rise no more. Their hands are lifted 
for help; theiy piteous cries ought to 
break your heart till you would rush 
to their rescue; but you stand idly 
by saying, “O, I can’t do anything.” 
Milltons are sinking in the great sea 
of time, soon they will sink to rise 
no more. Jesus has provided a life 
boat, and someone has rowed it - to 
you and taken you safely on. board, 
Are you willing to ride safely over to 
the harbor of heaven, and never make 
an effort to save others. Is it true 
that God has made a speciality of 
you, and all you have to do is to ride 
and have a good time while your less 
favored comrades must bear all the 
burdens, carry all the loads, do |. all 
the drudgery, just for you to have a 
good time here, at their expense.

Thousands. are 
sinking down every day intg the awful 
hell mentioned in the Bible, without 
any possibility of recovery, 

The little Church of God with 
her glorious message of life and 
salvation is struggling against the 
waves that threaten to overthrow 
her for lack of willing workers 
to help her in her mission: of 
love and. merey, A thousand ways 
in which you could help are staring 
you in the face. You have just had 
an opportnity to help her in her strug- 
gles against poverty. She lifted her 
hands to you for help in one of her 
most desperate efforts to overcome 
the obstacles that stared her in the 
face. What did you do? She is the 
bride of Christ. What did Jesus think 
of your effort to assist her? . Did you 





obey the voice of God’s Spirit. If you 
did not may God help you to respond 
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| yet. Will you stand idly by and see 
your preachers and leaders who have 
sacrificed the comforts of home life, 
and the companionship of loved ones to 
preach the Gospel, shoulder the finan- 
tial burdens of the Chureh and take 
the money that God gives them for 
the support of ‘their families and let 
their wives and children suffer for 
the necessities of life while you live in 
ease, and do but little or nothing to 
assist the Church in her struggles? 

I thank God for the way, many of 
cur ministers are responding to the 
call of the Church for help, I thank 
God for the héarty response by some 
of the churches. HURRAH! FOR 
ALABAMA CITY! GOD BLESS YOUR 
HEARTS. I knew you would do your 
best. No wonder you can have a re 
vival and add a half hundred members 
to your number. God said, “The lib- 
eral soul shall be made fat.” Your 
names look good on the list. Other 
churches are sending in liberally. 

Many individuals are sending in 
their contributions. One man, from 
somewhere, who did not give his name, 
sent a letter’ to the Evangel office and 
when it was opened it contained what 
appeared to be a one dollar bill folded 
in a nice square, inside the one was 
a twenty, and inside the twenty was 
a fifty dollar bill. I wish I could 
know and meet that man. I would 
want to hug his neck. 

I want to tell you things are look- 
ing good around the office. Our bank- 
ers, where we do business, looked a 
little blue after the Assembly but 
they are wearing a smiling face now. 
1 am a member of the finance com- 
mittee and Brother Llewellyn has 
called on us to come in and go over 
all the returns of this drive and when 
we are through you will get a state 
ment in the Evangel that will make 
you shout. You just can’t help it for 
1 am about to shout now. Glory! Now, 
friends, don’t fail to get in this drive. 
If you have not redponded do so“at 
once as you can’t afford to miss hay- 
ing a part in it. Is there nothing 
you can do? 

Then there is the orphanage with 
her large families of little orphans 
to feed. What are you doing to help 
feed and clothe them? Can*you sit 
down to three square meals a day, 
and never concern yourself about their 
welfare? This has been a great bur- 
den ‘on us this, winter as we. did: not 
have a dollar to buy wood, coal . or 
provixions with after the Assembly. 
There were some big debts to pay on 
the furnishings that were purchaseq 
last year. They have been fed, clothed, 
and warmed out of means that have 
been sent in since the Assembly. Have 
you done anything to relieve this part 
of the work? God bless every donor 
who has aided in this blessed - cause. 
God, bless every. Sunday; school that 
has organized ‘itself in the orphanage 
work, may “thany” ‘more foHow - their 
good example. If you wish to do .so, 
and waht information, write Sister 
Kinsey ih ‘care ‘of the Ewangel office, 
and it will be given you. 

Again: Here is our work in China 
suffering for help that you might give. 
Our missignaries have told us of the 
awful strain they are under. »What 
did you do? Did you turn ‘that piti-4 
ful plea of dear Sister Rushin down; 
and fail to lend a helping hand? You 
say there is nothing you can do? This 
kind of work is in greater demand 
than any other in the Chureh of God. 
We have more missionaries, and more 
preachers now than we are able to keep 
on the fields for want of means. 

Our people are supposed to pay 
tithes. This is the Church plan of 
spreading the gospel and taking ‘care 
of the work. What gre you doing 
with God’s tithe? Are you giving to 
God the things that belong to Him? 
Oh, my brother! What will you do 
and say in the great judgment -day, 
when God shall call on you to account 
for all your deeds done while in the 
body, Remember the fate of the man 
who hid his talent. He possibly went 
through life side by side with the men 
who were improving their talents by 
diligent active service. They were 
rewarded while he lost all. 

What a demand there is in the 
church for Christian activity? ‘Are 
you a preacher? Give diligence to 
show yourself. approved unto God a 
workman that needeth not to: be 
ashamed. Every moment should be 
utilized either in preparation or in 
giving out to others what we have 
learned. 

Paul says, “As we have many mem- 
bers in one body, and all, members 
have not the same office: So we being 
Many, are one body in ‘Christ, and 
everyone members one of another. 
Having gifts differing according to 
the grace that is given to us, whether 
prophecy, let us prophesy according: to 
the proportion of faith; Or ministry, 
Jet us wait on our ministering: or he 
that teacheth, on teaching; or he that 
exhorteth on exhortation: he that 
giveth, let him do it with simplicity; 
he that ruleth, with diligence.” Rom. 
12: 4-8. 

You see by these verses, there is a 
place for every one to work. If you 
can't go. yourself, you can help send 
the man who is called. What ever 
your calling is, work at it with all your 
might. Out text says, “Always abound- 
ing in the work of the Lord.
